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EMPHIS, the metropolis of the Mid-South, the 
M largest city in the Mississippi Valley between 

St. Louis and New Orleans, will be host to the 
National Dairy Exposition October 15-22, 1927. The 
National attains its majority this year, this being the 21st 
National, and it is the first time that this great exposition 
of the dairy industry has been.held so far south. The 
territory of which Memphis is the center is just getting 
started as a dairy section and it is only within the past 
few years that creameries, condensaries, cheese factories 
and other industries incident to the dairy business have 
been erected in any appreciable numbers. It is therefore 
a fertile field for dairy extension effort and we are glad 
to see sO many Holstein breeders have recognized this 
py making entry for the long trip to the southward. 

The South has always been known as a Jersey strong- 
hold and we find Jersey entries outnumber any of the 
other dairy breeds with 282 entries. Holsteins stand 
second with 210, with Guernseys 182, Ayrshires 109 and 
Brown Swiss 86. 

Much credit should go to Earl Cooper of the Extension 
Department of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica for the good showing of the Holstein exhibitors. 
Through his efforts over forty head have been added 
to the Holstein list in the past week and there will 
probably be four State Herds among those present. Wis- 
consin, whose State Herds have won four firsts, a second 
and a third since the State Herd competition was estab- 
lished in 1920, will be represented by eleven exhibitors 
showing twenty-five head. Illinois is contributing four 
of the largest herds on exhibition and several smaller 
exhibits. The good showing of Illinois at Waterloo, where 
they won first prize State Herd this year, may have 
something to do with this. Iowa and Michigan also have 
State Herds entered. Minnesota has one exhibitor with 
seven head, Oklahoma one with twelve head, Missouri 
two with a total of fifteen head, Washington one with 
sixteen head, Kentucky one with thirteen head and Ohio 
one with seven head. It is a bit disappointing that 
Ontario, Canada, which has had two first prize State 
Herds at former Nationals and which has given us such 
splendid support in past years, will not be represented 
this year, probably because of the great distance to ship, 
but there will be thirty-four Holstein exhibitors from ten 
different states, which will not be a bad showing at all.

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Included on this list will be found a number of the 
leading Holstein show herds of the year and ten or more 
prominent candidates for All-American honors in the 
various classes will be seen at Memphis, according to 
present plans. 

Ward W. Stevens, Liverpool, N. Y., who will officiate 
as Holstein judge, has seen only a very few of the 
National entries in action during the earlier shows of the 
season, most of which have already met from time to 
time, and it will be of considerable interest to see how 
he places them. Mr. Stevens brings to his job a lifetime 
of experience as breeder, showman and judge and certain 
it is that his placings will represent his best judgment of 
the way the animals appear in the ring and will not be 
merely rubber stamp approval ef their placings at earlier 
shows. It will be an interesting show to watch, in spite 
of the comparatively small number entered. Holstein 
judging will start Thursday, October 20, at 1 p. m., instead 
of Friday as previously announced. 

Educational features will be given especial prominence 
at this National and the dairymen of the Mississippi 
Valley should appreciate this opportunity to learn more 
about their own business. One of the best exhibits ever 
put out by the U. S. Department of Agriculture will occupy 
a large space in the west end of the Exposition Building. 
Each of the dairy breed associations will have its own 
booth and State Colleges from ten of the Southern states 
have combined in putting on a composite exhibit which 
will visualize the wonderful growth and opportunity for 
still larger growth of the dairy industry in the South. 
Exhibits of dairy products and dairy equipment and 
machinery will be many and varied. 

The Dairy Calf Clubs of the country will be well 
represented, not only by the calves but also by judging 
and demonstration teams and the usual college judging 
contests will be held as well as contests for high school 
and vocational school students and for farmers. 

Since August Ist, the National Dairy Association has 
maintained an office in the Chamber of Commerce Build- 
ing at Memphis and the Chamber has been giving its 
fullest cooperation to the association. The ten trunk 
line railroads entering Memphis are all offering reduced 
rates. Holstein headquarters will be Hotel Claridge, a 
magnificent structure of 400 rooms, all with bath, at rates 
from $3.00 up. Six other first class hotels and more 
than a dozen smaller hotels will also be available. 

A word about Memphis might be in order. Located 
on a bluff fifty feet above the Mississippi River, on the 
east bank, this city of over 256,000, incorporated just one 
hundred years ago, is one of the most historic and beauti- 
ful cities in the country. It was at this point that DeSoto 
discovered the Mississippi River and claimed the territory 
for Spain, who held it with some opposition from the 
French and Indians, until 1736, when it was by treaty 
transferred from Spain to Great Britain. In 1783 it be- 
came a part of the territory of the United States and for 
nearly eighty years the Stars and Stripes floated over 
Memphis, when they were replaced by the Stars and Bars 
of the Confederacy, until in June 1862 a famous gunboat 
battle on the river in front of Memphis resulted ‘in the 
defeat of the Confederate forces and the occupancy of 
the city by Federal troops. Modern Memphis is the 
fourth largest city in the South and is known as a city 
of homes. It is said to be the greatest inland cotton 
market in the world, the largest hardwood lumber pro- 
ducing market in the world and the largest producer of 
cottonseed products in the world. 

The only two railroad bridges crossing the Mississippi 
below St. Louis are at Memphis one of them providing 
for free vehicular traffic. Five of the eight national high- 
ways entering Memphis cross the river at the bridge. 

The National Dairy Exposition will be held at the 
Tri-State Fair Grounds, located on East Parkway, a part 
of the boulevard system which belts the main part of the

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Proved Dairy Sires

OW Testing Association records are now being used 
H: prove dairy sires as well as to test cows for 
economical production. A sire is considered proved 
when the production records of five or more of his unse- 
lected daughters have been compared with the produc- 
tion records of their dams. In all cases the records of 
immature cows are figured to maturity before compari- 
sons are made. 
The influence of Dairy Sires on the Production of Their 
Daughters 
Up to June 1, 1927, only 270 sires had been proved by 
means of cow testing association records. However, a 
much larger number of sires had been partially proved 
through a comparison of the records of a smaller number 
of daughters with the records of their dams. The total 
number of records of daughters of all the cow testing 
association sires was 5,217. Table 1 compares the rec- 
ords of these daughters with the records of their dams.

This is a comparatively small gain, whether it be con- 
sidered in pounds of milk and butterfat or in percentages 
of milk and butterfat. A gain of 3.9 per cent in milk pro- 
duction and of 5.1 per cent in production of butterfat is 
gradually building up our dairy herds. They might be 
improved much more rapidly, however, if intelligently se- 
lected proved sires were used in every dairy herd. In 
Table 2 the records of the daughters of 250 proved sires 
are compared with the records of the dams of the daugh- 
ters.

The daughters of these 250 proved bulls excelled their 
dams by 7.2 per cent in milk production and by 10.9 per 
cent in butterfat production. These gains are about twice 
as great as those shown in Table 1, though the dams had 
about equal production records in the two cases. The 
sire that can increase a record of 8,748 pounds of milk by 
7.2 per cent and 353 pounds of butterfat by 10.9 per cent 
is bringing about rapid improvement in the herd. In both 
Tables 1 and 2 the dams had a high average production, 
which made it difficult to bring great gains through breed- 
ing. 

The following question has been asked: “What im- 
provement may be expected from mating cow testing 
association sires with the average dairy cows of this 
country?” The average butterfat production of the dairy 
cows of the United States is approximately 180 pounds. 
Sires that were mated with cows having a yearly butter- 
fat production of between 150 and 199 pounds had daugh- 
ters that greatly excelled their dams. Table 3 shows the 
results obtained from this comparison.

The fact that pure bred sires can raise the production 
of the average herd in one generation as much as 62 per 
cent in milk production and 67.6 per cent in butterfat pro- 
duction explains, in part, why our dairy herds are now im- 
proving. 

Table 4 shows the results obtained when sires were 
mated with cows of different butterfat production.

According to these figures, the sires increased the but- 
terfat production of the daughters of the lowest produc. 
ing group 136 per cent and they lowered the butterfat pro. 
duction of the daughters of the highest producing group 
26 per cent. The sires were able to increase the produc. 
tion of the daughters over the production of the dams 
until the production of the dams averaged almost 400 
pounds. 

If these sires lowered production when they were 
mated with cows having a butterfat production of 400 
pounds or more, what sires are to be mated with such 
high-producing cows? Table 5 shows that there are sires 
that have been proved capable of increasing the produc- 
tion of the daughters over that of such dams,

Of these 200 proved sires, 57 were mated with cows 
whose average yearly butterfat production was 400 or 
more pounds. Twenty-eight, or approximately one-half of 
the 57 sires, were able to increase the production of the 
daughters of these high-producing cows. 

In another study of the records of the 200 proved sires 
the records were divided into three groups according to 
the gain or loss in butterfat of the daughte?s as com- 
pared with the dams of the daughters. The results are 
shown in Table 6.

This table shows that about one-third of the 200 sires 
were unable to increase the butterfat production, that 
about one-third were able to increase production by a 
small margin, and that approximately one-third were able 
to increase production by a large margin. This does not 
mean that there were no good sires in the group that 
failed to raise production to a higher level. Some of the 
sires of this group failed because they were mated with 
high-producing cows, and some of the sires in the other 
groups succeeded in raising production because they were 
mated with low-producing cows. It may be said, how- 
ever, that the dairy sires that failed were not good enough 
for the herds in which they were used. 

One farmer had built up a high-producing dairy herd. 
After having done this, he began using a bull that was 
not from one of the dairy breeds. The average producion 
of the seven dams whose records were reported was 415

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Proved Dairy Sires 


EAL progress in breeding for high production de- 
R pends on the larger use of proven sires. This is the 
conclusion of the Bureau of Dairying experts after 
studying a great mass of data and comparing the records 
of a great number of daughters of sires with the records 
of their dams under comparable conditions. Their con- 


clusions along this line are set forth in one of the feature 
articles in this issue, and we commend it to the study of 


our readers. 

There seems to be a growing appreciation of the im- 
portance of the proven sire and it is our observation that 
there are more breeders today who are looking for de- 
sirable proven sires to place in their herds than ever 
before. When the Committee on Super Registration was 
at work upon a plan for recognizing the proven sire last 
year, someone raised the question as to why it was, with 
all of the arguments in favor of the use of proven sires, 
that it was so hard for owners of such bulls to sell them 
to advantage. The question was answered in part by the 
statement that it depended upon what such a sire had 
proved, and along with this the point was made that the 
hardest thing to find in the Holstein industry was a really 
desirable proven sire that could be purchased. 

The reasons for this condition are not hard to find. 
In the case of our better breeders when they bring out a 
bull that is doing outstandingly well, they almost invariab- 
ly find a way to keep him in use in their own herds as 
long as there is any service left in him. When such bulls 
are sold, outside of herd dispersals, there is always a 
question in the minds of purchasers as to whether or not 
there is some reason why the owner wishes to dispose 
of such a bull, either a fault in the bull himself or un- 
desirable characteristics that may be cropping out in his 
offspring. 

On the other hand, in the smaller herds all too 
frequently bulls that demonstrate real ability as sires have 
been slaughtered for beef before their merit as sires has 
really been demonstrated. The reasons for this condition 
are, of course, readily understood. The small herds do 
not feel like maintaining more than one herd bull and 
when the daughters of a herd sire become of breeding 
age, he is frequently sold for beef and another young bull 
secured to mate with these heifers. 

The whole purpose of the Committee which reported 
to the Springfield convention last June was to provide a 
system of recognition for meritorious proven sires that 
would help to preserve for the breed these sires of 
demonstrated merit by extending recognition of sub- 
stantial value. 

While the plan did not get very far in the convention, 
partially because of its unfortunate connection in the 
minds of breeders with a system of selective registration, 
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it was, we believe, fruitful of results in one respect in 
that it focused the attention of breeders upon the sound. 
ness from a breeding standpoint of wider use of proveg 
sires. 

We are advised that the Board of Directors, in pur. 
suance of the French resolution, continued the previous 
committee with instructions to go on with the study of 
this subject. The committee has held no meetings since 
the annual convention, but will probably be called to. 
gether for the consideration of further plans sometime 
during the fall or winter. Suggestions as to how the 
Association can most effectively continue its efforts “to 
educate members to breed for good conformation as wel] 
as production” will be welcomed by the Committee. 

While the plan for recognizing proven sires brought 
in by this Committee last June was rejected by the con- 
vention, the fact that such a report was made and sent to 
all members was effective in focusing the attention of 
breeders upon this important subject, and as one delegate 
expressed it, the stirring up of the breeders to think about 
these matters largely served the purpose intended for 
the plan itself. 

This is all right as far as it goes, but the time ig 
coming when we must do more than talk about these 
things. While we are marking time, our Canadian 
brothers are going ahead with the scoring of herd bulls 
and the classifying of entire herds on the basis of type 
and production. We can doubtless learn much from their 
experience, but we must take care that we are not left 
too far behind the procession in the meantime. 


Where Are the Good Bulls Coming From? 


NHW YORK breeder, who gets around the state 
A considerably, raises a very pertinent question in 
the following letter: 

“IT have been wondering what we are going to do in 
New York State for bulls to increase the production of 
herds that have been improved in cow testing associa- 
tions until their production is better than 10,000 lbs. per 
cow. I have run into several of these lately of from 15 
to 20 cows each built up on bulls that were purchased 
from Mr.- Chapin. One in particular that bought a calf 
to continue with, with no record backing because he was 
a good individual. 

“It would seem to me as if some of the good breeders 
will have to go ahead and raise more good bulls and the 
buyers be educated up to the point where they are willing 
to pay the price for them. I know this is easier said than 
done.” 

The condition described above is not by any means 
exclusively a New York ‘State problem. Testing has 
declined in all sections of the country and good bulls of 
desirable proven ancestry are decidedly in short supply. 
The correspondingly higher prices that logically follow 
this -condition of shortage will help to remedy the con- 
dition eventually. The writer of the letter quoted above 
puts his finger on the meat of the problem when he refers 
to the need of educating herd owners to a point where 
they will pay what a good bull is worth. If breeders could 
be brought to realize that a “cheap” bull, in the broad 
sense of the term, is the dearest investment they can 
make, we would make much faster progress along breed- 
ing lines. 

Incidentally, this condition points to the desirability 
of adopting a form of herd test that will permit breeders 
to put production records on large numbers of their good 
cows and heifers at minimum expense, thus laying the 
ground work for real breed progress.

The herd was shipped by express from Spring- 
field, Mass. to Waterloo and so was able to appear in two 
great sectional shows in successive weeks, winning both 
grand championships at both, which is of course a remark- 
able feat.

disappointing in numbers. The quality was quite 

fair, as the show was enriched by the appearance 
of two or three of the best show herds now doing business 
in the East including the splendid strings of H. E. 
Robertson of Pennsylvania, the Rieck Certified Dairy 
Farms Company of Ohio and Mark Keeney’s Overbrook 
Holstein Dairy show herd of New Jersey. Four exhibitors 
from Pennsylvania and one from Ohio were added to the 
New Jersey showings. 

If anybody is to be blamed for the lack of Holstein 
numbers at Trenton the fault must be laid at the door of 
the New Jersey breeders who for some reason or other 
refrained this year from visiting the show. Perhaps the 
appearance of outside show herds in former years has 
had a quieting effect upon New Jersey’s show activities 
but we must say that New Jersey has plenty of show 
animals and they should have the courage of their con- 
victions and attend the very splendid Trenton show each 
year. In no other way can the lessons of type be so well 
learned as by actual competition. What does it matter if 
an occasional outside herd does come in? Any New Jersey 
herd that has quality sufficient to compete at a state 
fair can surely win enough money to warrant the show- 
ing and the advertising value of such an exhibit is con- 
siderable.

A couple of new champions came out of the Trenton 
Show when Judge Haeger had finished with his inspec- 
tion. William H. Landis of East Greenville, P'a. brought 
over two or three head and his entry in the aged cow 
class was first and senior and grand champion. Here is 
a very good daughter of Tidy Abbekerk Prince. She 
showed under the most advantageous conditions, being 
just ready to calve and her very quality and capacity 
made her a very acceptable champion. The junior 
champion female was Rieck’s very good junior yearling, 
Rieck Farm Lavera Belle, a heifer that has had her ups 
and downs in the show circuit but she must not be over- 
looked in any consideration among the junior yearlings 
of this year’s showing. Rieck also had the grand cham- 
pion bull, King Ona Jolie Fayne, a bull that has stood in 
the money at evey show this year but whicn has been 
hitherto unable to go quite so far. King Ona Jolie Fayne 
became senior and grand champion after winning in the 
aged bull class. He is an acceptable champion, lacking 
a bit in stretch and with a very bad tail setting being 
practically his only serious faults. The junior champion 
was Robertson’s yearling, King Piebe of York 39th, which 
has been winning consistently. 


H cisanoine at the Trenton Interstate Fair were 


Robertson made the best showing by all odds of any 
breeder and from the string of 16 head, each one bred by 
himself, annexed three blues in the male classes, two in 
the female classes and three in the groups, including 
first, third and fifth in the get of sire competition. The 
get from King Piebe of York has been undefeated this 
year, winning at every show including the Eastern States. 
Rieck annexed one blue in the male classes, two in the 
female classes and one in the groups. Overbrook had 
two blues, one in the female and one in the groups. Other 
winners of blues included William H. Landis of Pennsyl- 
vania and J. Irving Stryker of New Jersey. 

King Ona Jolie Fayne had little difficulty in defeating 
a son of King Piebe of York for first place among the 
aged bulls. As before stated King Ona Jolie Fayne is a 
little bit close coupled and not quite as one would like 
him in the tail setting. Robertson had the best two-year- 
old bull. There were but two shown in this class and he 
also won both the yearling calf classes, the former with 
King Piebe of York 39th, junior champion at many shows. 
He had quite a tight fit in the yearling class with a bull 
shown by J. Irving Stryker. This youngster, King Sunny 
Lady is sired by King Piebe and out of Sunny Lady, the 
famous old cow of Hargrove & Arnold’s that is making 
at 15 years a 1,000-lb. record. The Stryker entry had a 
better front end but not quite so smooth behind and the 
King Piebe of York youngster had better handling qual- 
ities and a better rear end. Another son of King Piebe 
of York was in third place. Robertson’s winner in the 
calf class was a son of his junior sire, Sir Homestead 
Pontiac Beets. This calf showed to better advantage than 
he did at Springfield where he did not get up so high, 
At Springfield he was out of condition. William G. 
Davidson had a very splendid son of North Star Ozone 
Champion out of Bell Farm Delight in second place, a 
smooth youngster that bids fair to grow into quite a nice 
bull. 


William H. Landis had an unusually good entry in a 
daughter of Tidy Abbekerk Prince that placed first among 
the six aged cows. She is a rugged, well uddered, good 
bodied individual showing evidence of production. Mr. 
Landis advises that she has a 29-lb. record and good cow 
testing association record as well. She was showing just 
prior to calving, being in calf to Mr. Landis’ herd sire, 
Sir Aaggie Mead Aralia, a full brother to Prince Aaggie 
of Berylwood which he purchased at the last Brentwood 
sale from A. W. Morris & Sons of California. Mark 
Keeney’s old Frindaella Elkindale Ormsby, a 1,000-lb. cam- 
paigner that has been knocking at the door of all the 
aged cow classes this year was second here again. Robert- 
son had a daughter of King Piebe of York as the best 
four-year-old with a daughter of King Sweet owned by 
Overbrook in second place. The Overbrook three-year- 
old won again as she did at Springfield and M. E. Base- 
hoar of Pennsylvania had a very good entry second here 
with Rieck third. 


J. Irving Stryker had the best two-year-old, beating 
out a dry two-year-old daughter of King Piebe of York. 
This winner of Stryker’s is a very likely looking two-year- 
old with a good udder and plenty of evidence of produc- 
tion. She is nice and straight on the top line, perhaps a 
bit low in the thurls.

in the boys’ and girls’ calf club 
work at the State Fair and this year 
proved to be no exception when 187 
dairy calf club members, of which 
94 were Holstein owners, showed the 
results of from one to six years work 
on Labor Day at the Minnesota State 
Fair grounds. 

Our junior work at Minnesota has 
always been a real feature and it is 
a great pleasure to go to the Fair 
year after year and meet young men 
and women who for the past seven 
years have helped to set the mark for 
better dairying in Minnesota. 

The first Holstein class to be 
shown was the Purebred Two-Year- 
Old Heifer Class. While this class 
was not large—six showing—it repre- 
sented the work of six young people 
who have been constantly at it from 
two to six years. At the top of the 
class stood a well known figure in 
calf club work—Harvey Kuchenbeck- 
er, Owatonna (Steele County). MHar- 
vey showed a two-year-old in milk 
which has been a winner in the club 
classes in the last three years. She 
is a real producer and is showing

very good results in the Cow Testing 
Association. Marvin Sorenson from 
St. James (Watonwan County) placed 
second. Fred Sugden from Hallock 
(Kittson County) was third and Miss 
Minnie Schmicking from Truman 
(Martin County) was fourth. This is 
Minnie’s fourth year in the calf club 
work and she has always been con- 
sidered one of the outstanding girl 
showmen among the juniors. 

An interested spectator, especially 
when this class was being shown, was 
Miss Myrtle Himrum of Lake Park.

The Groups 

The various group classes brought out some very 
pleasing combinations. Larsen was especially strong 
here, adding to the great season’s record for Forum Pat- 
riarch in the Get of Sire class with two entries placing 
first and seventh. Paul Stewart, as usual, showed a won- 
derfully uniform Get by Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, that 
placed second in this class. McDonald had an outstanding 
Produce of Dam made up of the first prize 2-year-old 
heifer and the third prize senior yearling bull. There has 
seldom been a pair of animals of these ages showing the 
development and size of these. Larsen had four groups 
well up in the money in this class, and placed first,-second, 
fourth and fifth in the class for A. R. Cow and Two 
Progeny. Jefferson County Asylum took first for Young 
Herd with a group of five featuring principally the two 
great yearling heifers, but lacking the uniformity of the 
Forum or Elmwood groups in second and third places. 
The Dairy Herds presented quite a problem with three 
very outstanding groups at the top. There was more uni- 
formity in the Forum group and more ribbons in Elm- 
wood’s entry. Kildee placed them in the order mentioned 
and they were so close that we do not think anyone should 
complain. There have not been many Dairy Herds out in 
past years to compare with either of them. McDonald 
was a very creditable third here. Stewart took the A. R. 
Get of Sire with four daughters of Tritomia Pietertje 
Ormsby. The State Herd contest brought out four entries, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa and Michigan, plactng in the 
order named. We think these four herds were by all 
means the best four state herds ever in a ring together. 
The Illinois herd, with six head from Elmwood and one 
each from Rock River and Rudolph, contained both Grand 
Champions and no weak spots. Wisconsin, in second 
place, had five blue ribbon winners out of the eight. 
Iowa, building on the Larsen, Stewart and Hargrove & 
Arnold strings, would be invincible in anything but a 
supershow, while more than once National State Herd 
honors have been won by herds of lesser merit than this. 
The awards were made by Prof. H. H. Kildee with his 
customary satisfaction.

city. For some time this Tri-State Fair has been recog- 
nized as one of the foremost agricultural and industrial 
expositions of the South and this year it will be combined 
with the National Dairy Exposition.. The entire cattle 


barn will be occupied by the exhibits of dairy cattle, 


which will be exhibited in an arena, immediately adjoin- 
ing, under a large tent. Nearby will be a smaller tent 
where the booths of the different breed associations may 
be found and where the demonstrations will be given. 
The Exposition Building, near the cattle barn, will house 
the educational displays and the exhibits of dairy pro- 
ducts and equipment. Camps for the 4-H Boys and Girls 
Clubs will be established near the grand-stand, and the 
balance of the grounds and buildings will be given over 
to the usual activities of the Tri-State Fair. 

The present development of dairying in the South has 
resulted in a very responsive interest in the work of the 
National Dairy Association, which is expected to bring 
a good attendance and make the National a real service 
as an educational dairy extension activity.

pounds of butterfat. The average production of the 
daughters was 289 pounds. Every one of the seven 
daughters produced less than her dam. This was not a 
case of a bull in a china shop but of a bull that was not 
a dairy bull, yet was put at the head of a high-producing 
dairy herd. 

In a dairy herd of 6 cows with a yearly average but- 
terfat production of 489 pounds per cow a good dairy sire 
was used. In another herd of 10 cows with a yearly aver- 
age butterfat production of 499 pounds per cow a poor 
dairy sire was used. The results are shown in Table 7.

The. dairy sires used in these two herds were pure 
breds of the same breed. One sire, however, in one 
generation raised the average production ot the hen } 
186 pounds, and the other lowered it by 219 pounds 
though the dams in each case were about equal in aver. 
age production of butterfat. There is a big difference 
even in dairy sires of the same breed. 


In order to determine the results of mating the same 
sire with cows of different butterfat production, the rec- 
ords of the dams mated with each sire were arranged 
according to production of butterfat, beginning with the 
lowest-producing dam. This was done for 100 proved 
sires. Table 8 shows the average gain or loss of the 
daughters as compared with the dams.

The 100 sires when mated with the lowest-producing 
dams increased the average butterfat production of the 
daughters over the dams by 115 pounds. When mated 
with the next to the lowest producing dams, they in- 
creased the average butterfat production of the daugh- 
ters over the dams by 74 pounds. The results for the

Some reasons why bulls are sent to the butcher before 
their value has been determined through the records 


of their daughters 

A large percentage of dairy bulls are sent to the 
butcher before they have been proved througn a compari- 
son of the records of the daughters with the records of — 
their dams. The following are some of the reasons given 
by the owners of dairy bulls for sending them to the 
butcher: 

The bull was sold for beef. If we had been in a test- 
ing association at that time this bull might still be alive, 

We disposed of the bull because he was homely. 

The bull was sent to the block because his calves were 
nearly all bulls. 

The bull accidentally killed his keeper and was then 
sold for beef. 

The bull was sent to the butcher because his daughters 
were not typey. The records have now shown that he 
was an excellent bull. 

I have often regretted that this bull was sold for beef, 


as the records now show that he was an outstanding bull. 


Economy in the use of Feed by High-Producing Cows 

The purpose of using good pure bred dairy sires is to 
increase production of milk and butterfat per cow. The 
purpose of using good proved sires is to insure a rapid 
increase in production of milk and butterfat per cow. The 
chief purpose of increasing the production per cow is to 
increase profits per cow and per herd. A tabulation of 
more than 100,000 yearly individual cow records showed 
the following relation between production and income 
over cost of feed:

group to group there was a gain of about $20 in income 
over cost of feed for each gain of 50 pounds of butterfat. 
In the group having an average butterfat production of 107 
pounds the income above feed cost was $14. In the group 
having an average butterfat production of 397 pounds the 
income over cost of feed was $138. This shows that be- 
tween these limits, as production of butterfat increased 
less than threefold, the income over cost of feed increased 
approximately ninefold. 

High-producing cows are economical in the use of feed. 
A tabulation of more than 100,000 individual-cow records 
showed that the cost of feed for cows producing 9,000 
pounds of milk a year per cow was only about 40 per cent 
more than for cows producing 4,500 pounds. Another 
tabulation of approximately 10,000 individual-cow records 
showed that cows producing 9,000 pounds of milk per cow 
ate only about 40 per cent more digestible nutrients than 
cows that produced half as much. 

Therefore, to increase income over cost of feed per 
cow and to bring about the most economical use of feed, 
high-producing cows are necessary. To obtain high-pro- 
ducing cows it is necessary to use good sires. To be cer- 
tain that the sires are capable of transmitting high pro- 
duction to their offspring proved dairy sires should be 
used. 

Summary and Conclusions 

The daughters of average sires, in cow testing asso- 
ciations produced 18 pounds, or 5.1 per cent, more but- 
terfat than the dams of the daughters; the daughters of 
average proved sires produced 38 pounds, or 10.9 per cent, 
more butterfat than their dams; and the daughters of 
average sires and average cows produced 121 pounds, or 
67.6 per cent, more than their dams. 

Only good proved dairy sires can be relied on to in- 
crease the production of the daughters over that of dams 
having a yearly production of 400 pounds of butterfat. 

Good proved dairy sires should double the production 
of the average dairy herd in two or three generations. A 
tabulation of 100,000 yearly individual-cow records has 
shown that cows that produce twice as much as the aver- 
age cows of this country require only about 40 per cent 
more feed. 

When you buy a bull on the basis of pedigree he may 
not disappoint you. When you buy a bull on the basis of 
performance he will not disappoint you. There is no 
better way to improve a dairy herd through breeding than 
by using good, proved, pure bred dairy sires. 

By means of cow testing association records, 270 dairy 
sires have been proved. This is only a beginning. The 
time may come when good, proved, pure bred dairy sires 
may be so numerous that they will be available for use in 


every dairy herd.

A BOOSTER FOR SOUTHWEST 
TEXAS 

We came to Bee County, Texas, 
fourteen years ago from Ohio, where 
I had been a lover of Holsteins and 
always hoped to own a good herd 
some day, and this Land of Blue 
Bonnets in Southwest Texas is 
destined to be one of the greatest 
dairy centers in the United States. 
I have been over 23 states and never 
saw a place where dairying could be 
so profitable as right here in Bee 
County. Land is cheap, improved 
from $40 to $75 per acre, unimproved 
from $15 to $40 per acre, and only 
17% of the land is in cultivation. We 
have an experiment station that is a 
great thing for the farmers and we 
can grow oranges, lemons, grapes, 
fruit plums, peaches, pears, apricots, 
figs and berries. Our soil is very 
fertile and cotton does well, corn, 
koffer corn, maize, Darso Felereto 
Highgera, and all kinds of cane. I 


have made 8 tons of cane hay per 
acre that is nearly equal to clover 
for cow feed. Our rainfall is over 30 
inches per year, and we have green 
pasture the year round. Do not need 
expensive barns for our dairy cows. 
We have silos and cottonseed meal 
is a home preduct, as oil mills are 
numerous. Here at Taft, Kingsbill 
and Falfurious, Texas, are owned the 
best and largest Jersey herds in the 
United States, and these rich men 
have taken the country with their 
Jersey herds and it has made it hard 
for a man whose favorite breed is 
Holsteins to get a decent look. There 
are at present three Holstein breed- 
ers in Bee’ County which own about 
twenty head of pure breds, registered 
or eligible to registration. We have 
some in our herd from New York and 
my herd sire’s grandsire sold for 
$106,000, and one of the other 
breeders has one as good or better. 
Mexico is going to be an outlet for 


Holsteins in the future. There are 
creameries here and _ the_ trucks 
gather up sweet cream every day. 
Texas needs cooperative creameries 
and lots of them. Texas imported 
$750,000 worth of dairy products a 
year. We need more people. We 
have a hard surface road from north 
to south through the county which is 
42 miles and over 3,000 autos pass 
over it every ray. It has been about 
twenty years since I had the pleasure 
of reading your paper, and am en- 
closing check for $2.00, for the paper 
and for the book on feeding.

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Breeders Discuss Herd Test 


DOES NOT FAVOR NEW CLASSES 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

You asked me to comment on the 
proposed Herd Test. I should like to 
favor it but it doesn’t seem to me a 
good plan to make new classes un- 
less necessary. 

The idea of forcing the entry of 
the whole herd will prevent many 
starting such work. 
there are animals that have off years 
that won’t make a creditable record 
for the year. Instead of trying to 
force testing, encourage it by giving 
extra standing to cows tested year 
after year. 

If Classes C and B could be simpli- 
fied in matter of clerical work done 
by the owner, the expense of super- 
vision need not prevent any owner 
with twelve good cows entering these 
classes. 

I have been trying to decide wheth- 
er to start my cows in Cow Testing 
Association work or in Advanced 
Registry work and have decided in 
favor of Class O of A. R. 

I can’t see what I would gain by the 
Herd Test to offset the loss of pres- 
tige by not having my cows qualify 
for the A. R. in Class C work. 

It has seemed to me that Class B 
as well as Class C might have a one- 
day-a-month supervision. Also a do- 
ing away with the own ~’s reports in 
Classes C and B need not effect the 
accuracy of the records made.

thing necessary is to give these 
classes some press agent work to 
bring the value of such records be- 
fore the breeders. They should be 
made to see that it is impossible to 
intelligently breed cattle without 
records.

HERD RECORDS SHOULD SHOW 
MILK COSTS 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

We believe that the Herd Test 
should follow the Cow Testing Associ- 
ation plan of showing feed costs, 
profit and milk cost. Of course this 
would be quite a job for the tester 
but instead of being at a place only 
one day as in C. T. A. work he would 
have to be there two days so as to be 
there for the preliminary milking and 
identification of the cows. This 
extra day would give him ample time 
to make his reports to Mr. Gardner 
as well as figuring feed costs and 
profits as does the regular C. T. A, 
man. Then we suggest that there be 
twelve test periods and that both milk 
and fat be figured from the one-day 
period. This would eliminate the 
daily weighing of milk, which is quite 
a drawback, especially in herds 
where milking machines are _ used, 
and we believe that with a prelim- 
inary milking the records would be 
more accurate when figured from the 
one-day test than from the actual 
weights for the entire period and the 
test for one day. 

With a Herd Test of this kind we 
would be one of the first to enter, be- 
cause we would have our. same

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WATERLOO PICK-UPS 

Usual Waterloo show weather—all 
wet. Rain every day up to Friday, 
the day I left, and prospects for more. 
This is serious at Waterloo for the 
show gets no more state aid than a 
county fair and has to depend for its 
income largely from the gate. The 
Dairy Cattle Congress has become 
so near to being a National institu- 
tion that it deserves to be put on a 
less precarious financial foundation. 
Not that there is any danger of the 
backers of this show becoming dis- 
couraged and failing to gd on now 
after eighteen years, but this event 
has become so important to the live 
stock development of this great sec- 
tion of the country that the State of 
Iowa, and perhaps adjoining states, 
ought to make adequate provision to 


recognize the fact. 


A good gallery watched the Hol- 
stein judging throughout both days. 
It takes more than a little rain to 
keep your real Holstein enthusiast 
away from such a show as this was. 

May Walker Ollie Homestead was 
a center of attraction for Cattle Con- 
gress visitors. F. E. Murphy owner 
of Femco Farms is’ sending her 
around with his show herd as a breed 
demonstation. Appropriately he has 
placed her in charge of her former 
owner and developer, Vere Culver, 
who knows the whole story (which 
he himself largely wrote) and knows 
how to tell it. The ample booth 
which houses her contains as a back- 
ground an artistic arrangement of 
1,523 pound butter cartons, to repre- 
sent one year’s production of Old 
May, with a border of milk bottles 
illustrating her average daily produc- 
tion, along with some striking compu- 
tations to drive home the stupendous 
size of her performance. Pictures of 
the famous All-American offspring of 
May Walker and_ printed matter 
descriptive of the Femco Herd are 
other features of the display. It is a 
real piece of breed propaganada and 
by it Mr. Murphy is placing the breed 
under renewed obligations. Incident- 
ally he is doing himself some good. 
Earl Cooper was as busy as the 
proverbial one-armed paper hanger 
getting things lined up to strengthen 
the National Holstein show at Mem- 
phis. After burning up the wires 
both by telegraph and telephone, a 
Wisconsin State herd for the National 
is assured and _ incidentally some 
strong added competition throughout 
the classes. Femco may be there 
also, and with Carnation and Griffith 
to be added to those who were al- 
ready planning to go on from Water; 
loo it looks as though we would have 
a real Holstein show at Memphis 
after all. 


Plans for the speciat live stock 
train to Portland for the Pacific 
International are taking definite 
Shape under the initiative of A. C. 
Oosterhuis of Carnation. There will 
be at least one Holstein herd, from 
indications at the time I left Water- 
loo, and possibly more. H. O. Larsen 
will probably make the trip with his 
Forum herd and Bob Rasmussen and 
Jim Bollerup were still in executive 
session when last I saw them regard- 
ing this long jump for the Elmwood 
string, 

Holger Larsen, by the way, got a 
hew thrill out of the Waterloo show 
this year. He started Advanced 
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Registry work about a year ago, and 
this year for the first time was able 
to compete in the A. R. classes. That 
he was able to do it rather effectively 
is shown by the result in the class 
for A. R. Cow shown with two of her 
progeny. The four Larsen entries 
placed first, second, fourth and fifth. 

Chapman Farms, Lee’s Summit, 
Mo. (near Kansas City) are new- 
comers on the show circuit this year 
and they are making a mighty fine 
job of it, too. They not only had 
serious contenders in several classes 
but they are giving the rest of the 
show men a few pointers on how to 
fix up their section of the cattle barn 
in a way that will attract favorable 
attention, 

Too bad the A. R. Get of Sire class 
can’t seem to catch on. This should 
be one of the most valuable classes 
of the show and as such most keenly 
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contested for. But both at Waterloo 
and the National there have been but 
few entries and apparently no great 
amount of interest. Only two groups 
competed here this time. 

Are we going to be threatened with 
a bull famine? It seemed like about 
every “other spectator around the 
ringside was looking for a bull, either 
for himself or in behalf of someone 
else. Most of them seemed to have 
pretty definite ideas of what they 
were looking for. Therein lies the 
great hope of real progress for the 
breed. 

The Iowa Holstein-Friesian Breed- 
ers held a business meeting and ban- 
quet the evening of the first day of 
the Holstein showing. Officers were 
reelected as follows: WU.

250 miles north of St. Paul on Leech Lake, one of Minnesota’s largest 
inland waters, W. S. Moscrip has a lodge that offers one of the finest recreg, 
tion spots in America. The cottage, shown in picture 1, is situated upon the 
shores of the lake and is in the heart of a tract of 600 acres of virgin timber, 
The cottage is a two-story splendidly built log cabin with every convenience 
and the outbuildings include a barn, small cabin for caretaker, ice house and 
tool shed. A small tract. surrounding the cottage has been cleared and a 
garden is in the making. 

It was the great pleasure of a representative of the World to visit this 
camp upon two occasions. One mile out from shore is one of the best wall- 
eyed pike fishing beds in the country and Mr. Moscrip enjoys duck and bird 
shooting as well as the opportunity to bag an occasional deer or moose when 
the season permits. 

The pictures accompanying this were taken upon the occasion of a visit 
of Earl J. Cooper, director of extension of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America, to Mr. Moscrip’s camp. 

No. 1 pictures a view of the cottage which cannot be photographed to 
advantage. 

No. 2 shows the new alfalfa field with Cooper illustrating its growth. 

No. 3 is a string of wall-eyes that Earl and Bill caught upon the occasion 
of Earl’s visit. 

No. 4 shows Earl negotiating for a birch bark canoe to take home to son 
John. 

No. 5 is a slant of the corner of the lodge showing the two enclosed 
porches and looking out over the broad expanse of lake. 

No. 6 gives the camp a distinct Holstein flavor. There is a “herd” con- 
sisting of two cows of doubtful color and grade bull of acceptable color mark- 
ings which is acting as the “head” of the dairy. The caretaker, Mr. Rawleigh, 
is shown at the left and Cooper may be seen directly behind the bull.

Competitions 

Pure bred dairy cattle to the num- 
ber of 856—embracing representative 
showings of the five leading breeds, 
Jerseys, Guernseys, Holsteins, Ayr- 
shires and Brown Swiss, have been 
entered in competition for prizes at 
the National Dairy Exposition, at 

- Memphis, Tenn., Oct. 15-22. “Some 
of the world’s finest dairy cows and 
bulls are included in the éntries.” S. 
H. Anderson, executive secretary of 
the National Dairy Association an- 
nounced after completing a thorough 
survey.

Jerseys, a total of 96 head. Ohio 
has 63 entered of which 30 are Brown 
Swiss, 26 Jerseys and 7 Holsteins. 

Michigan and Missouri each are 
sending 60. Michigan has 28 Jerseys, 
17 Holsteins and 15 Ayrshires; Mis- 
souri, 45~Jerseys and 15 Holsteins. 
Wisconsin will be represented by 59 
pure breds of which 32 are Ayrshires, 
18 Guernseys, 6 Holsteins and one 








Jersey. 
Tennessee leads the ‘Southern 
division with 58 Jerseys. Mississippi 





has 21 head of which 19 are Guern- 
seys and 2 are Jerseys. Georgia is 





sending 26 Jerseys and two Guern- 
seys. North Carolina has entered

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THE OLEO SITUATION 

Treasurer Decision 4006, which is 
a ruling isued some months ago bring- 
ing cooking compounds which are 
colored in imitation of butter within 
the scope of the Olemargarine Law 
and subject to taxation, will not be- 
come effective until Jan. 1, 1928, 
under a new order issued by David H. 
Blair, Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue, on August 31. The reason for 
the postponement is not given. This 
decision is an important one because 
it emphasized the question of color 
as a factor in determining whether or 
not the commodity was in imitation 
of butter. It is important that butter 
salesmen check up carefully in the 
retail grocery stores to determine 
just how widespread the sale of these 
cooking compounds has become. 

* * * 

Reports of the manufacture and 
sale of oleomargarine from the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue are now at 
hand for June and July. In June there 
was an increase over June, 1926, of 
about 100,000 pounds more colored 
and 3,150,000 pounds more uncolored. 
This brings the production and sale of 
Oleo for the first six months of 1927 
to a total of several million pounds 
more than last year. The best avail- 
able report of butter sale and con- 
sumption during this same period 
shows that the sale of butter fell off 
about 2 per cent. Better read these 
figures again—oleo increasing about 
15 per cent, butter consumption de- 
creasing about 2 per cent. 

The figures for July are as follows: 
Colored, July, 1926,—595,521; July, 
1927,—778,550; uncolored, July, 1926, 
—15,310,348; July, 1927,—15,948,280

The time is again approaching 
when it will be necessary to report 
to Congress on the progress of tuber- 
culosis eradication work in order to 
show the need and importance of 
adequate federal appropriations. A 
survey undertaken by the Department 
of Agriculture and Public Health Ser- 
vice indicates that several of the 
large cities and a great number of 
smaller cities have been added to the 
list that require the milk supply to 
be exclusively from tested cattle. A 
study has also been made of the ap- 
propriations by various state legis- 
latures, providing for state funds for 
their share of this work. The total 
shown with several states not in- 
cluded is well towards $10,000,000. 
States in which over a million dollars 
are available from state funds are 
Illinois, Wisconsin, New York and 
Pennsylvania with nearly a million 
available in both Minnesota and Iowa.

French scientists experimenting 
with Oleomargarine as a source of 
fat soluble vitamines, report as fol- 
lows: 


“Margarines prepared from com- 

mercially hydrogenated oils are 
very inferior to fats or natural 
oils as sources of fat soluble 
vitamines.” 


Practically all of the so-called vege- 
table oleomargarine is made by the 
“hydrogenated process.” The newest 
method of counterfeiting butter by 
adding some vitamine-carrying sub- 
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stance to the cheap oils used in the 
Oleomargarine, still uses hydrogena- 
tion as a part of the process. Hydro- 
genation kills the vitamines. 

This scientific discovery again 
harmonizes common sense and sci- 
ence, for common sense tells every 
thinking person that the vital ele- 
ments which are found in the natural 
foods before they are subject to the 
devitalizing processes of chemical re- 
construction, cannot withstand such 
activities, and that foods which are 
imitations of natural products made 
by such processes, must ever be 
looked on with suspicion, and never 
accepted as a real and full substitute 
for the original. 

The effort to counterfeit butter by 
adding vitamines to Oleomargarine is 
the fourth effort at counterfeiting 
which has marked the history of the 
Oleomargarine industry. They coun- 
terfeit the sanitary quality of butter 
by super-cleaning the dirt and odors 
out of the cheap commercial oils they 
use. They counterfeit the color of 
butter by adding color, or using 
tinted oils and fats. They counter- 
feit the attractive odor and flavor of 
butter, by introducing the distinctive 
lactic odor and flavor, adding nothing 
of food value in this process, but 
thereby introducing water and dilut- 
ing the food value. Now they are 
trying to counterfeit the vitamines by 
adding some vitamine carrier, but 
science proves that in the hydrogen- 
ation processes the vitamines are 
killed. 

Following is a report of the re- 
search work of the French scientists 
referred to, copied from the Experi- 
ment Station Record (U. S. Dept. of 
Agriculture) for August, 1927, page 
294: 


“In this study cod-liver oil was sub- 
jected to hydrogenation, with reduced 
nickel as catalyst, in an apparatus 
of an industrial type. Two different 
processes were employed—heating 
for 6 hours at from 180 to 190 degrees 
C. and for 8 hours at from 120 to 130 
degrees. The first gave a solid, prac- 
tically odorless fat with a mélting 
point of 53 to 55 degrees and an iodine 
number of 28.69, and the second a 
fat of granular texture and disagree- 
able odor and taste with a melting 
point of 42 to 44 degrees and an 
iodine number of 64.93. These two 
hydrogenated fats, untreated cod-liver 
oil and butterfat, were fed to the ex- 
tent of 2 per cent of the ration to 
rats which had been rendered defi- 
nitely rachitic, as shown by radio- 
graphic examination, on the Sherman- 
Pappenheimer diet 84. 

“After 9 days on the diet thus sup- 
plemented, the rats receiving fresh 
cod-liver oil showed calcification and 
those receiving butter a marked im- 
provement in calcification, while 
those receiving the hydrogenated oils 
showed no improvement as judged by 
radiographic examination. Ten days 
later the epiphyses of all of the rats 
appeared practically normal, but the 
animals, gon the hydrogenated oils 
were sensitive to the touch, showing 
that, although the rachitic lesions had 
healed spontaneously, a condition of 
osteoporosis remained. During the 
entire experiment there was slow but 
constant growth in all the animals. 
Those on the oil hydrogenated at the 
higher temperature showed evidences 
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. 
of xerophthalmia, at the end of the 
second month. 

“It is concluded that butter (pap. 
ticularly summer butter) is not as 
low inthe antirachitic factor as form. 
erly supposed, and that margarines 
prepared from commercially hydro. 
genated oils are very inferior to fats 
or natural oils as sources of fat. 
soluble vitamines.” (Emphasis sup- 
plied.)

HEREDISCOPE IS NEW CONTRI. 
VANCE FOR DEMONSTRATING 
WORKING OF INHERITANCE 


Department of Agriculture Scientist 
Says It Will Aid In Teaching 
Mendelian Law 


A mechanical contrivance called a 
“herediscope” has been invented by 
R. R. Graves of the Bureau of Dairy 
Industry, United States Department 
of Agriculture, to aid in teaching the 
Mendelian theory of inheritance in 
dairy animals. 

Inheritance, says Mr. Graves, is 
such a complex study that the aver- 
age person is unwilling to expend the 
time and effort necessary to gain an 
understanding of the subect merely 
by reading about it. Furthermore, it 
is extremely difficult even for those 
well versed in the subject to write 
or lecture on heredity so that it can 
be clearlly understood by those who 
have not made some study of the sub- 
ject. By means of this newly devised 
machine, tentatively named “heredi- 
scope,” it is hoped the most simple 
and fundamental principles of hered- 
ity can be more easily explained to 
livestock breeders, county agricul- 
tural agents, extension workers, stu- 
dents of genetics, and others whose 
work demands that they have some 
knowledge of the laws of inheritance. 

The use of the herediscope need 
not be confined to teaching inheri- 
tance in dairy cattle. Fundamental 
principles of heredity are the same in 
plants, animals, and humans. 

The machine consists of a number 
of groups of aluminum cups, each 
representing an _ individual 
animal and arranged in the form of 
a pedigree showing three generations, 
four grandparents, two parents and 
one offspring. Numerous’ small, 
colored balls, each representing 4 
given hereditary character, such as 
the “factors for high production of 
butterfat” or “low production of 
butterfat,” are placed at random in 
the cups of the starting generation. 
When the operator presses a trigger 
connected with the mechanism, half 
of the character-symbols from each 
parent-cup are transmitted to the off- 
spring, the selection of characters 
being merely by chance as is the 
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case in actual matings. By repeated 
matings the observer is able to note 
how certain characters may be trans- 
mitted from generation to generation, 
or how they may be lost entirely in 
the process, how they may be present 
in an individual but covered up by 
dominant characters, and how in the 
absence of dominant characters they 
may again appear. 

The machine will illustrate the 
transmission and recombinations of 
four separate characters, or it will 
illustrate the transmission of four 
multiple factors, in such types of 
inheritance as milk yield, egg yield, 
stature or Other quantitative charac- 
ters. 

Specific need for a better means of 
teaching the theory of inheritance 
was brought to the attention of Mr. 
Graves when as a result of his inher- 
itance studies on the records made 
py dairy cattle of the various breed 
associations, the theory was advanced 
that the proved prepotent sire that 
was transmitting uniformly high pro- 
duction was one that was pure in his 
inheritance for the factors controlling 
high production. and that if such sires 
could be used for several genera- 
tions, a strain of cattle would even- 
tually be bred that would be pure in 
their inheritance for high production. 
It is not enough that a dairy sire be 
pure bred or that his dam be a high 
producer. He must have an inheri- 
tance which is “pure for high produc- 
tion.” In other words his germinal 
makeup must carry only those factors 
which cause high production: other- 
wise he would transmit low or aver- 
age production to some of his daugh- 
ters. Such sires whose’ germinal 
makeup is pure for high production 
are few and far between, but appar- 
ently they do exist. Unfortunately 
they can not be distinguished from 
sires whose germinal makeup is 
thixed, except by noting the produc- 
tion records of a large number of 
their daughters. When a sire is 
found to have a large percentage of 
his daughters in the high-production 
class, he is considered to be pure in 
his germinal makeup and is termed 
a “proved” sire. ~ 
Proved sires are being located by 
examining the records of cow-testing 
associations, bull associations, and 
individual herds. Such sires are 
retained for active service as long as 
possible. Until the average dairyman 
gains a better understanding of the 
laws of inheritance, however, he is 
not likely to realize the importance 
of the proved sire. One illustrated 
lesson with the herediscope should 
make it possible for him to see why 
the so-called proved sire is the most 
certain and speediest means of devel- 
oping high production in dairy cattle. 
As yet there is but one herediscope 
in existance, the one made by bureau 
engineers for Mr. Graves. Some of 
the mechanical features were de- 
Signed by K. E. Parks and the ma- 
chine was built by G. F. Betz. It 
may be possible to simplify the 
mechanism so that herediscopes can 
be produced without excessive cost, 
and small enough in size to permit 
their use in verious places were 
county agents or extension workers 
find it necessary to talk on inher- 
itance, '
